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FOOD IN HOT WEATHER 
People dress according to the temperature in 
hot weather as nearly as possible, just the same 
as they do in winter time. They seek comfort in 
dress and comfort means better health. But the 
average person gives little thought to the food 
eaten when the temperature mounts. There is 
a tendency to go right ahead and eat just as 
much as usual and practically the same sort of 
foodstuffs. 
The outer body can stand much rougher 
treatm ent than the delicate tissues of the diges­ 
tive organs, but most of us give more thought 
and attention to our comfort than we do to what 
we eat — until we get sick. Then we realize that 
we should have followed the advice of medical 
science. 
An article of food that is found to place too 
heavy a burden upon the vital organs or bring 
distress in any wTay should be readily discovered 
by the adult, even without the advice of a phy­ 
sician, and such foods should be omitted, for the 
sake of better health. Man is the only animal 
supposed to be able to profit from experience, 
but even he sometimes seems to be lacking in 
this sense. 
Foods which are properly assimilated in cold 
weather frequently are harmful in the summer. 
No one likes to admit the charge, of course, but 
it has been found th at excesses in eating are at 
the bottom of more physical ills than any other 
cause. The dangers from eating too much are 
multiplied when the thermometer has a daily 
habit of going to ninety or more degrees. 
The conservation of life is the most im portant 
business in which anyone may engage, and it has 
been proven beyond any doubt that a summer 
diet which recognizes the dangers of over-eating 
is one of the best means of adding years to life. 


THE CIIIGGER 
Tli chigger is one of the most pestiferous var­ 
mints with which we have to contend in sum ­ 
mer, yet it is actually one of the most harmless 
inasmuch as serious ill effects are concerned. It 
bores into the skin and refuses to be dislodged. 
It seems to pull the hole in after it and access 
to its abode defies all human ingenuity. 
However, in endeavoring to reach the source 
of irritation caused by the chigger, lies the dan­ 
ger that is most apt to arise concerning the a t­ 
tack of the chigger. The average person is very 
likely to produce a secondary infection which 
might and does prove serious in many instances. 
The female chigger is the one that attacks 


human beings. It bores into the skin obliquely 
and builds a nest. The swelling caused by the 
“excavation” is the factor in closing up the path 
that is taken into the skin. A very tender spot 
such as around the waist or the back of the leg 
is usually chosen. 
The best medical advice will tell you that there 
is nothing at all dangerous about the attack of 
the chigger if you have the will power to stand 
the strain. But when you start digging away 
at the irritation, you start the trouble. 
There are several different applications that 
may be used to allay the irritation and sting 
somewhat but usually the best way is to “grin 
and bear it.” The only encouraging side of the 
situation is that chiggers don’t live long. Their 
average life in temperate climates is about 
twenty-five days which of course is twenty-five 
days too long as far as nlost of us are concerned. 
Swear at chiggers if you must and fuss and 
fret but whatever you do, don't try to dig them 
out.
